HEADEN SPEAKETH A PIECE. 


HIS FIRST EFFORT DURING 
THE CAMPAIGN. 


A Small Crowd Present and Less 


Enthusiasm, 


He’s ‘“Agin”’ Civil Rights, and 
the Negroes are ‘‘Agin’’ Him. 


COL. POOL ON THE STAND. 


At 2 o’clock yesterday the Court 
House bell sounded the alarm for 
the gathering of the faithful at the 
speak a piece. In a short space of 
m ta the Market house rangers and 
street corner loafers were in their ac- 
customed places. Only a few of the 
more respectable were present 
to add a show of respectability 
to the audience. Among the Jat- 
ter were Col. I. J. Young, Rev- 
enue Collector,and Wesley Whitaker, 
the unloaded ex-Mayor, who sat on 
theright and left of the speaker. We 
were not present at the opening 
remarks of his piece, but got in in 
time to hear him on Civil Rights. 
He said Civil Rights, or the Civil 
Rights bill, was the uet of a malig- 
nant and vindictive man (Charles 
Sumner). Noapplause. We looked 
around the room to see if J. C. Lo- 
gan Harriss wasin. It will be re- 
membered that Loge, only a few 
weeks ago, said in a speech in the 
court house that he was unqualifiedly 
in favor of the Sumner Civil Rights 
bill, and he desired especially to be 
the Charles Sumner of North Caro- 
lina toaid in making it a law of the 
land. Logan was the Chairman of 
the Convention that nominated 
Headen. Both fight on the same 
line, stand on the same party plat- 
torm, and yet this difference. 

But we do not propose to leave our 
friend Headen. He continued his 
piece on the Civil Rights, in which 
he spoke of the caning of Sumner by 
Brooks. An extreme Irish Demo- 
crat present, who always and yet be- 
lieves that Sumner received a right- 
eous licking at the hands of Brooks, 
vociferously cheered and applauded 
the Speaker when he mentioned the 
circumstance. The negroes present, 
who had not up to this time heard 
anything toapplaud, and not Know- 
ing from what source the applause 
came, took it as a cue from Tim Lee, 
and came down like a thousand of 
brick. Headen was utterly dum- 
founded to see the negroes applaud- 
ing. Ike Young’s countenance clear- 
ly indicated that something was 
wrong, While Whitaker, the great 
unloaded, looked as sanctimonious as 
a dying calf, and_ evidently 
tried to impress upon his sable 
auditory by cast of his 
countenance that now was not the 
time for applause. 

The matter was, however, soon set- 
tled. Tim Lee, the great unloader, 
with the magic power of the wave of 
his hand, brought the house to order, 
and ‘‘de nomine”’ proceeded with his 
piece. We do not remember to have 
ever heard as poor an attempt at 
s h making in all our life. He 
plunged in water over his head, spat- 
tered, fluttered, blustered, floundered 
and really it seemed to us he never 
would make the shore, but finally 
came out in mud Knee deep. We 
were actually sorry for the right and 
left bowers, I. J. and the unloader, 
whose countenances could not but 
betray the weakness of the candidate 
and his utter incompetency as a 
‘“‘stumper.’’ Wedo not believe that 
a nomination for office would more 
than remove that ‘‘big serious’’ from 
the pallid ceuntenance of the “‘great 
unloaded.’”’ Even Tim Lee with his 
brazen front, winced under the pres- 
sure. 

The whole crew of civil righters 
are muchly down in the mouth over 
the prospect before them. Defeat, 
utter defeat, is now evident, and we 
do not believe that they have confi- 
dence now in carryin ake county. 
At the conclusion of Headen’s speech 
Col. S, D. Pool,the Conservative can- 
didate for Superintendent of Public 
Instruction, being invited and called 
upon, came to the stand, briefly res- 
pondirg to some few of the positions 
taken by Headen on Civil Rights, in 
which he was successful in annihila- 
ting every ment offered by that 
gentleman. e then pr ed to 
discuss the bill and its effect upon the 
South, as also its connection with the 
common schools of the South. He 
was attentively listened to through- 
out, and we are glad to ‘say made a 
very fine impression on both white 
and colored. 

James H. Harriss was next called 
upon, but as we have reported 
‘* Jeem’s’’ speech nigh untoa thou- 
sand times, we did not wait to hear 


it.

A Modest Hero. 


‘You had better take better care of 
that young one.’’ This was the 
modest remark of Engineer Jack 
Evans, of the Chicago, Burlington 
and Quincy railway, as he handed 
‘the child he had saved back to its 
mother and mounted his engine to 
move ahead. Our readers must not 
forget the circumstance. Jack saw 
the child toddlingalong on the track, 
just ahead of his train, and —— 
hended instantly that it was too late 
to stop the engine before he reached 
it. So he did as manly and as brave 
an act as ever by any 
hero. He reve his engine, ran 
out on the guard as nimbly as a cat, 
and when close to the child, jumped, 
caught it in his arms, and threw 
himself sideways from the track. 
The pilot struck him and whirled 
him twelve or fifteen feet down 
the bank, bruising him considerably, 
but he saved the baby’s life xnd hand- 
ed it back to its mother, with the re— 
mark at the head of this article. It 
is strange of what stuff heroes are 
made afterall. Here’sa quiet, hum- 
ble man, going about his daily work 
without a thought ef being made of 
different metal from his fellows. He 
is not an orator, a poet, nor a profes- 
sor. He never was tried for a heresy, 
or accused of writinga book. He 
probably hasn’t got any theology, 
and when it comes to treatises on 
man or essays on political economy, 
Jack will tell you at once that he 
knows nothing about them. We 
dare say he is totally unacquainted 
with Homer, absolutely uninformed 
about Hume, and probably never 
heard of Richard Grant White 
or David Freiderich Strauss. And 
yet who shall deny that Jack 
is a braver man and a greater 
than any of them? He neyer dreamt 
it; his friends never thought of such 
a thing ; to himself and all about him 
he was a very ordinary man getting 
through the world as comfortably as 
hard work and small pay would per- 
mit, but satistied with a very low seat 
in the human tabernacle; and yet 
the occasion comes, and Jack freely 
and without a moment’s hesitation, 
walks bravely out and risks his life 
to save a very small specimen of hu- 
manity, who, by no possible contin- 
gency, can ever repay the debt. There 
are no huzzas, no salvos of artil- 
lery, no grand anthems over this 
act of devotion. Nothing is heard 
but the sobs of the frightened and 
grateful mother, and the curt remark 
of Jack, **‘ You’d better take better 
eare of that young one.’”’ Then he 
goes on and never Knows how great 
an act he has performed till the tele- 
graph takes up the story and the 
newspapers give it tothe world. Such 
aman asks no reward, but he should 
have it, nevertheless, and we ho 
the company which employs him 
and the public which appreciates and 
admires a brave deed, will take meas- 
ures to show theiradmiration.

IN spite of the vigilance exercised 
by the Spanish authorities the Cu- 
ban insurgents continue to reeeive 
supplies of arms and munitions of 
war. Recently an expedition, under 
AGUILERA, ran the blockade and 
landed four thousand breach-loading 
rifles, six pieces of light artillery and 
a considerable quantity of ammuni- 
tion.

Seenes in the House About its Close. 
WASHINGTON, June 21.—The fol- 
lowing extract we take from our te: 
egraphic report of Saturday night's 
proceedings in the House : 

‘Copious supplies of lemonade and 
iced tea were furnished in the ante 
rooms with the closing hours of Con- 
gress. ‘The determination and ener- 
gy of the lobby grows stronger.

Many of the Con- 
gressmen have already made au ar- 
rangements to leave Washington in 
the earliest trains after the adjourn- 
ment. A few of them left to-night. 
The Currency bill has reached the 
President. The general opinion is 
that he will sign it. 

The President, with members 0 
the Cabinet, was at the capitol yes- 
terday attending to business, and will 
be there to-morrow. 

The Senate will have an Executive 
Session before adjournment to dis- 
pose of pending nominations. 

Immediately on the meeting of the 
Senate to-morrow, Freelinghuyscn 
will call up the House bill for the 
execution of the Federal laws.

Congressional. 

WASHINGLON, June 21.—The Sat- 
urday night’s session of Congress 
wus devoted principally to the recep- 
tion and consideration of the report 
of the Committee on Appropriations. 
A large amount was appropriated to 
the sufferers from the recent floods in 
Louisiana, Mississippi and other 
Southern States. Appropriations
